Cleveland, Ohio, July 25—After an- 


other night of disorder and rioting, the 
city today was peaceful. The cars of 
.the various big consolidated lines were 
run on schedule time, excepting the usu- 
al obstructions in the outlying districts. 
There was no interruption! of traffic. 
Mayor Farley has been notified by the 
adjutant general that 1000 men will ar- 
rive this afternoon to assist the local 
authorities. 


Cleveland, July 25.—The scenes of wild 


disorder and violence witnessed in this 
city throughout .Sunday and Sunday 
night in connection with the street car 
strike were succeeded yesterday morn- 
ing by quietness. Cars,wer.e running on 
at least a dozen different lines of the t>tg 
consolidated 
system.. They carried, 


however, only a few, passengers. 'Bus 
lines were in operation over many of the 
Big Consolidated lines, and these were 
well patronized. 


The city authorities were In conf erence 


at the city hall, and as a result a call 
was sent out for additional troops. A41 
available military force in. Cleveland, 
numbering 800 men, was under arms. 
The mayor hopes 'nith the increased 
force to suppress any uprising. If 800 
troops are not sufficient to this end, the 
governor will be asked for more. 


Riotg occurred during the day, but, 


with one exception, they were without 
serious results. In the death of Henry 
Cornzwich, slain by the bullet fired by 
Ralph" P. Hawley, a conductor on the 
Broadway line, is recorded the first 
fatality of the strike.. 


Some time after his'arrest, a charge 


of murder was entered Against Hawley. 
When the car returned, in charge of 
another man and laden with poll ^, 
thousands of people were crowded round 
the fatal spot 
The track was block- 


aded and the stalled cars bombarded 
with stones, pieces of brick and sticks 
of wood. The police managed, by using 
their clubs, to clear the way, after a de- 
lay of about half an hour.

GEAVE. 


The Most Flagrant and Extensive Kinds 


of Adulteration Are Practiced. 


Under one heading we may consider 


several gronps of food stuffs, which, 
while different in composition, are alike 
in the form of adulteration which is re- 
sorted to These gronps include the va- 
rieties of canned vegetables, fruit but- 
ters, jellies, preserves and catchups. The 
forms of adulterations common to all 
of these consist in the use of coloring 
matter, 
of imperfect vegetables ,or 


fruits, of other fruits and vegetables 
than those called for or of preservatives. 
In the case of canned vegetables there is 
an accidental adulteration from the in- 
gredients of the can, such as lead and 
tin, and which may, as a rule, be at- 
tributed to a lack of care in canning. 


In all of the groups mentioned the 


adulteration practiced is of the most 
flagrant and extensive kind. Catchups 
are made of skins and cores instead of 
the pure vegetables, then colored with 
a coal tar product and loaded with sali- 
cylic acid to prevent 
fermentation. 


Fruit butters are nothing but parings 
and scrapings of fruit to which glucose, 
starch and coloring have been added, 
with salicylic acid as a preservative. 
Jellies are made from glucose flavored 
with essential oils and colored, to which 
salicylic acid is added. Some fruit; jel- 
lies marked as pure have never seen a 
trace of fruit. What is true of jellies is 
true of preserves. Put together refuse 
material, the cheapest sort of glucose, 
some coloring and salicylic acid, and 
you have the composition of some of the 
cheaper forms of preserves that are to 
be found on the shelves of some of our 
grocery stores. Of these coarser forms 
of adulterations it will be unnecessary 
to say even a word. They are universal- 
ly recognized as unfit to be used, and 
every honest dealer is of the opinion 
that the sooner they are" driven out of 
the market the better it will be for 
trade.—Sanitarian.

The wildwood and swamps are the 
natural haunts of the Insect, and only 
occasionally does it accidentally find 
its way to the crowded human habita- 
tion. It feeds upon thick leaves of al- 
most any tree supplied with sap. It 
has been known to attack animals, but 
never unless it stiu.ys into upper lands 
or other places where the verdure is 
devoid of sap and moisture. 


"My little girl was bitten by a kiss- 


ing bug the other night. She cried, and 
I was awakened in time to capture the 
source of her pain. I imprisoned the 
insect in a glass. I thought it looked 
familiar, and next day I went out on a 
swampy lake near my house in search 
of one of the bugs that I had often seen 
clinging to thick leaves in order to 
make a comparison. I found one, and 
sure enough it was a 'dead ringer" for 
the bug I had at home. I then, for 
the sake of experiment, went out and 
gathered a bunch of green, sappy 
leaves, placed them in a jar of water 
in the room and released the bugs. In 
a short time both of them were 
clinging to the leaves. They remained 
there all night, and I slept in the room 
without being molested. When I awoke 
in the morning, they were still stuck to 
the leaves in almost the same place." 


Mr. Wortham says that if there is 


any kind of green vegetation in a room 
the occupant need fear no harm from 
a kissing bug. Mr. Wortham is at a loss 
to explain what resemblance to a leaf 
the bugt:fiiids in the taste of a lip un- 
less it be that both'of them are moist 
Mr. Wortham also asserts that green 
leaves are the best cure for a kissing 
bug bite. He says they are an antidote 
for the poison and that when he bound 
leaves on the lips of his little girl the 
swelling went down soon afterward. 


COINS THE WORD AUTOBAINE 


Steel Plates For Boilers. 


The progress made in engineering is 


notably exhibited in the fact that of 
late years iron plates for the construc- 
tion of boilers have been almost entire- 
ly superseded by homogeneous steel 
plates, these having a greater tensile 
strength than iron plates and a greater 
elasticity and ductility. The standard 
tests now require a tensile strength of 
from 55,000 to 60,000 pounds per square 
inch—that is, the quality of the steel 
plate is required to be such that a bar 
one inch square would necessitate a 
force of 60,000 pounds to pull it asun- 
der, and in such process the ductility of 
the steel would cause it to stretch some- 
what, so that at the point of fracture 
there would be a marked reduction of 
area in the bar, the amount of this re- 
duction deciding in a great measure the 
quality of the steel as adapted to boiler 
construction. In making specifications 
for boilers, therefore, especially for 
high pressures, it has come to be a con- 
dition that the steel plates shall be of 
the above named tensile strength per 
square inch, and that the reduction of 
area at the point of fracture under a 
test like the above shall be not less than 
66 per cent—that is, the metal stretched 
under the test or strain so that, on break- 
ing, it was less than one-half the orig- 
inal area of the bar. Such tests deter- 
mine the quality and ability of the steel 
plates when made up into a boiler to 
adjust themselves to the expansion and 
contraction of the metal caused by the 
varying temperatures to which the boil- 
er is subjected when it is set up and 
put in use. 


C. E. Woods Snserests New Name Foe 


Self Propelling Vehicles. 


C. E. Woods of Chicago has written 


to the' editor of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean suggesting a new name for self 
propelling vehicles. He says: 


The mechanical or self propelled ve- 


hicle for use on streets is drawing sa 
much public attention and meeting 
with its approval and demand so 
rapidly that it seems strange no satis- 
factory name has as yet been given 
these vehicles, and as this question is 
one that has come up recently in some 
of the papers I have taken the Idea 
under consideration, and I believe I 
have finally solved the problem. 


To such vehicles the name horseless 


carriage, automobile, moto vehicle, 
electric carriage, autocar, electric mo- 
bile, gasoline fragon, etc., cannot be 
used when speaking of the operator 
and retain the name of the vehicle, or 
distinguish the sex of the operator, or, 
in fact, distinguish the operator at all, 
let alone any distinction of the act of 
running such a vehicle. What is re- 
quired is a name that, in speaking of 
an operator of either sex or the act 
of driving, will carry with it the name 
of the vehicle itself, and also a name 
broad enough in its application to ap- 
ply to any form of self propelled ve- 
hicle, whether electric, gasoline, steam 
or any other form of motive power. 


The name I wish to suggest to the 


public is a name which fulfills all of 
these requirements, and that is the 
name autobaine, 
which, translated, 


means automatic wagon, baine being 
derived from an old Greek word 
meaning wagon. So we have for the 
name of the vehicle autobaine, auto- 
baineer as applied to a man operator, 
autobaineeress as applied to a woman 
operator and autobalning or auto- 
balneering for the act of using the1 
vehicle, Jn addition to vrhich this name 
Is applicable to any kind or form of 
self propelled vehicle. I sincerely trust 
for your co-operation and adoption of 
this name.

Within a period of little over five 


years the communities, North Adams 
teJid Adams, have been called upon, to 
perform the last rites over the bodies 
of four pastors, who, in varying ways, 
have left deep impressions with their 
own people and with all the people of 
the Hoosac valley. These pastors were 
Bev. Mr. Charboneau, pastor of Notre 
Dame of Adams; Rev. Mr. Le Due, pas- 
tor of Notre Dame, North Adams; Rev. 
Mr. Moran, pastor of St Thomas, Ad- 


ams, 
and Rev. Dr. Coyle, pastor of the 


North Adams Congregational church. 
AH of these men died in the years of 
their lives that should find them in 
their prime, worn out by the work they 
had taken upon themselves to do. And 
all of them died poor. 


Rev. Mr. Charbonneau gave his life in 


building the now flourishing1 parish 
among the French people of Adams. He 
came to that people when they wor- 
shipped in an old, unstable wooden 
building, far inferior to the structures 
that are connected with the residences 
of the wealthy for the acconxodation 
of vehicles and live stock. He set him- 
self a tremendous task and accom- 
plished surprising results. But he laid 
down his life for it, and now sleeps 


est Christian teaching1 was raised as Dr. 
Coyle's altar and Dr. Coyle's energies 
were bpnt to the realizing Of this ideal. 
The crushing burden of an. extensive 
pastorate was taken up by him alone 
ami borne as hia exalted conception 
would have him bear them.

They were lives of service, 
lives of self-denial, lives of upbuild- 
ing.

civic sense we are much the richer for 
their having b'cen lived among us. Con- 
trast these lives with some that fill the 
publii eye.

These lives dissolved them- 
selves in us that we might gain; the 
others step on us that they may be lift- 
ed up.

One thousand sis: hun- 
dred and twenty-four reports have been 
tabulated. These statistics represent a 
capital of $5,416,329. In twenty ci^ea 
tabulated, fifteen of them in, the south, 
the capital represented $2,281,620. These 
cities are in fourteen states. New York 
city stands first, with $393,000: Rich- 
mond, Virginia, second, with $:;03.000, 
Charleston, South Carolina, third, \uth 
$212,000; Pine Bluff, Arkansas, fourth, 
with $210,000. These figures throw a 
broad beam of light uponi the ' negro 
problem. It is Booker T. Washington's 
nnntmitinri th.at peace, happiness and 
frospelty for his race He in the direc- 
tion of industrial education and th2 
development of the business instincts 
and these statistics show that h'o te?.ch- 
inss are already bearing frut^.

Now there 
are 1,500 submarine telegraphs in the 
world, aggregating 170,000 miles In 
length, costing a quarter of a billion of 
dollars and transmiting annually over 
6,000,000 messages. All the grand di- 
visions of the earth are now connected 
by wire, and beneath every ocean ex- 
cept the Pacific the electric 
currant 


pursues its silent way. The telegraph 
lines of the world aggregate 
835,000 


miles, transmitting a million messages 
daily. "What the electric spark dis- 
c("-ered by Franklin -:and utilized by 
Joseph Henry has done for the devel- 
opment of international trade and com- 
ir.erce is beyond human 
calculation.

Sir Wilfrid Lanrler In Alaskan Dispute 


"The attitude which we have taken 


bas the approbation of the people of 
Canada generally, and it is an attitude 
which- we' must and will maintain to 
the end. At the present time, how- 
ever, while I would be disposed to feel 
strongly, still, on the other hand, it 
behooves me, in the position which I 
occupy as the leader ot the government 
and as a member of the commission, to 
be very reticent upon, tha poliry and 
conduct of the negotiat'-ons, and es- 
pecially upon my appreciation of the 
attitude taken bv the irniteti States 
upon the Alaskan boundary question. 
' "The terms of the treaty <& 1325, upon 
which the question rests, and which 
has to determine the ownership of the 
strip of territory in dispute, are, unfor- 
tunately, not so clear as to admit of a 
ready interpretation, tn fact, they are 
or r-uch a character that law/era v 31 
c'l'ffer -very much upon what th'jy r(=?;iy 
mean and as to what ex^nt oC terri- 
tory is to be given to one nation and 
what is to be given another. 


"Under such circumstances there are 


only two methods of settling tha cii-li- 
culty on fair and honorable terms. One 
is by giving a.nd taking—Cans da sur- 
rendering a little of her pretensions and 
the United States surrendering a little 
of her pretentions—butlhavenohopeup 
to this moment—or very little hopp— 
that we can settle the question by any 
compromise at all. 


"If we have no hope thit we can set- 


tle the disiputo by compromise there are 
only two other ways in which we can 
settle it. One would be by arbitration 
and the other would be by war. I am 
sure that no one would Wnk of war, 
and everybody would agree that though 
sometimes our patience would be sorely 
tried, though sometimes we might be- 
lieve that our opponents were taking 
undue liberties with us and undue ad- 
vantages over us, still everybody will 
agree that we must exhaust all peace- 
ful means of reaching a settlement by 
arbitration. 
"There Is only one way, and that Is by 
referring this matter to arbitration. In 
tho negotiations at 
Washington we 


hava not been able to come to llic terms 
of arbitration. Both parties are agreed 
thai there should be arbitration, but 


who would constitute tha arbitrators, 
who would compose the tribunal and 
what would be the questions submitted 
for reference are'questions upon which 
we could not come to an understand- 
ing. 


"I will not believe, because it would 


be too painful to believe for a moment, 
that we cannot settle this question by 
arbitration," 


Tn« Dreyfus Drama Near l»s Close 


At the hour when we write, the end 


of the Dreyfus affair is, apparently, in 
sight, The unfortunate victim of a trial 
pronounced irregular and illegal by the 
supreme court of appeal in France has 
been brought back from the lie du 
Dlable, where he has been imprisoned 
for upward of four years, and is now 
confined in the uuiet Breton city of 
Rennes, where he is treated with the re. 
spect due an officer who is accused, 


but, 
as yet, is not convicted. Before 


the end of this month of July, he will 
be subjected to a second trial by court 
martia, the members of which have 
been already designated by the min- 
ister of war. Much depends on the com- 
position of this tribunal, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the decision of the 
court of cassation distinctly declared 
that Major Eslerhazj- was the author 
of the so-called l-ordereau, or list of 
betrayed army documents,-for writing 
which Dreyfus was condemned. If M. 
Dunuy had remained premier and M. 
dp Freycinet hid continued to occupy 
the post of minister of war, the new 
court martial might have been so or- 
ganized that, in the teeth of evidence, 
or upon new fraudulent evidence, Drey- 
fus would have been convicted a sec- 
ond time. In that event, the martyrdom 
of this ill-fated officer must needs have 
been prolonged, but, even then, so 
signal is the change which French pub- 
lic opinion has experienced, it is be- 
lieved that some method of setting 
once more in motion the machinery of 
justice on his behalf would have been 
found. As things are, there is but little 
ground to apprehend a second flagrant 
violation of equity. The fact that the 
members of the present cabinet, head- 
ed by M. Waldeck-Rousseau, are all 
stigmatized as Dreyfusards by the op- 
ponents of revision may be accepted as 
conclusive proof that they will not suf- 
fer the prisoner's rights to be sacrificed 
to the selfish interests 
of the head- 


quarters staff. For some ten days, the 
fate of Dreyfus hung by a thread, for 
the present chamber of deputies, when 
it was elected in May, 1S98, contained 
an enormous majority of anti-Drey- 
fusards, and, after Premier Dupuy's 
resignation, President Loubet had the 
utmost difficulty in forming a ministry, 
which could secure even temporary 
support from the popular branch of the 
legislature. It was only by a majority 
of 26 that M. Waldeck-Rousseau gained 
a vote of confidence; in other words, 
the change of 14 votes from 
one 


side to the other jWould have beaten 
him on the threshold of office. Slight 
as was the preponderance, however, it 
served; for, before the new pi?mier's 
opponents could collect their force.? for 
a second assault, President Loubet tx- 
ercised his right of proroguing the par- 
parliament until next autumn, thus 
leaving M. Waldeck-Rousseau 
and 


his colleagues in absolute control of 
the Dreyfus affair during the interval. 
The dauntless and inflexible temper of 
the new minister of war, General Gal- 
lifet, may be trusted to intimidate the 
headquarters staff and to assure to the 
unfortunate 
Dreyfus 
an 
impartial

houses in the city, and it has therefore 
gone into effect nominally. Nothing can 
be done under it, however, until City 
Engineer Emigh has had the streets 
measured under the provisions of the 
ordinance, and assigned a number to 
each house. In all probability this will 
not be done until some of the work that 
is rushing the department at the pres- 
ent time in connection1 with paving and 
sewer work is out of the way. Then as- 
sistants will measure the streets, and 
Householders will be expected to furnish 
Aeir houses with numbers, as soon as 
they are assigned. 


It is hoped that at the time when the 


houses are thus equipped the city will 
do something about having the names 
of the streets posted as has often been 
suggested. Most of the street signs 
have become dPftroyed during recent 
years, and nothing has ever been done 
about replacing them, although at one 
time it was announced that this was to 
be done shortly.

THE FOE STAMPEDED, 


The Philpots Were Prepared 


for a Bloody Battle, 


BOTH SIDES SATISFIED 


mth Terms of Reciprocity Treaty Be- 
tween United States and France. 


london, Ky., July 25.—Down from the 


fastnesses where the law of vengeance 
Is supreme over the law of the land, 
and where the spilling of blood' can be 
avenged only by bloody retaliation in 
kind, came the Philpots and their allies 
In the feud which had spread the threat 
of civil war over Clay county. 
Their 


clothins was! ragged and their hair un- 
kempt, but their rifles were of the moat 
modern patterns, and their knives werei 
whetted to the keenness of razors. 


The Philpots, over 100 strong, yester- 


day moved into the town of Manchester, 
Where James and Wiley Baker were to 
be tried for assassination of Wilson 
Howard and Burch Storer, an-d Dee 
Baker for complicity in the murder of 
ex-Sheriff W. L. White. They came to 
stay, but the hated Griffins and other 
prosecuting witnesses had weakened at 
the crucial moment and fled." 


Reports of the prowess and determin- 


ation of the PJiilpots, who had sworn 
many mighty oaths that the trial should 
not take place, had preceded them and 
had lost nothing in the telling. Law- 
abiding citizens had fled from the town 
among the mountains, whiclj seemed 
destined to be the scene of an encounter, 
with forebodings of which all Kentucky 
had rung for days and fhich had thrown 
Clay county into a 'SSritable re-ign of 
terror. For no man Knew when some 
stray bullet might come his way. 


In that town, far from telegraphs, 


railroads and other mediums of com- 
munication with civilization, the Griffins 
and their allies, who had demanded that 
the trial take place, and who had been 
relied upon as the witnesses 
for the 


prosecution, had weakened at the last 
minute apparently, for when tidings 
were last received from Manchester, the 
messenger leaving at 8 a, m. and arriv- 
ing here late last evening, the Griffins 
were nowhere to be found, and the Phil- 
pots, who had com« to stay, were re- 
maining to jubilate. 


There had been no shooting—not from 


lack of the will to shed blood, but be- 
cause no living target was to be found 
for the Philpot rifles. 


The witnesses had all been subpoenaed, 


but it is said that they left the county, 
being alarmed by the superior numbers 
of the Philpots. The latter were present 
in large numbers when the messenger 
left Manchester. 


Manchester is 26 miles from here over 


a mountain road, and there has been no 
other communication from there. The 
trial was off, apparently, 
fcr without 


the Griffins there could be no effective 
prosecution, and the feud, too, seemed 
to be "off" for the time at least. 


But the Philpots were determined not 


to be deluded by false appearances. 
They threw out armed sentries and pre- 
served a semblance of militai, -lis- 
cipline—"in case of emergencies," s&.1 
the leader, grimly. 


State Inspector Lester, who has been 


at Manchester for several days, said 
that if there was no outbreak at the trial 
of the Philpots—and he believed there 
would be no trial—he would recom- 
mend to Governor Bradley to take no 
further steps at present. He says Man- 
chester is now quiet and orderly, and he 
believes it will continue so.

Berries of all kinds, wild and cultivated, 
promise an abundant yield of excellent 
quality. Excepting berries, the fruit 
crop may be considered a failure. 


Vegetables continue in a promising 


condition in about all sections. Garden 
products of all kinds are growing 
rapidly, with prospects of an abundant 
supply. 
There are occasional com- 


plaints of damage to peas and 
vines 


from worms and insects, but these are 
less than the average.

THE YVEATHErT AND CROPS." 


indications That the Season Will Be a Fairly 


Prosperous One. 


Boston, July 25.—The New England 


section, climate and crop service of the 
•weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 25: 


Weather conditions propitious to crop 


growth and progress have obtained dur- 
ing the past week, except in eastern 
parts of Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- j 
and, 
where rain is much needed. The 


generally fair weather that prevailed 
in southern sections of New England 
was favorable to the progress of all 
farm work, while sho-wers were of too 
frequent occurrence in the more north- 
ern sections of the district for the culti- 
vation of crops and for harvesting and 
maturing hay. 


The temperature for the week was 


near the seasonable average, and some- 
what higher than the preceding week. 
The weekly mean for the district was 74 
degrees, which is 6 degrees higher than 
the preceding week. 


The average rainfall for the week was 


.77 of an inch. It was fairly well dis- 
tributed, except in some of the eastern 
counties of the southern states, where 
there was almost an entire absence of 
precipitation. The supply of water was 
somewhat in excess In eastern parts of 
Maine. 


A second drought is again retarding 


and stunting crops in the eastern coun- 
ties of New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts, and in some sections of Rhode 
Island. Little or no rain fell in this por- 
tion of the district during the past week, 
and meadows, fields and pastures are 
in some localities becoming brown on 
account of the prevailing dry weather, 
and streams, springs, brooks and wells 
are low. For the remaining parts of the 
district crops have made .rapid, and in 
some sections luxuriant, growth, and 
are now in a most satisfactory condi- 
tion. 


Correspondent:! in some of the east- 


ern counties of Maine report an excess 
of wet weather, and that cut hay left 
in the fields has suffered damage. Severe 
local storms, attended by heavy show- 
ers, high wind and hail, did some dam- 
age in sections of Maine and Vermont, 
washing the ground and lodging gral- 
iand grass. The territory over which 
thepe occurred was, howaver, of small 
extent, and damage of great amount did 
not result. 


Light to killing frosts were noted in 


the lowlandi of favorable localities in 
Washington county, Me., and Cumber- 
lain county, Vt. Little damage was re- 
ported beyond the checking of vegeta- 
ble growth. Taken as a whole, the crop

Important Document Signed 


by Kasson and Cambon, 


Our Products on Same Basis In France as 


Products of tircat Britain and Germany. 


Washington, 
July 
25.—Analbassadoi 


Cambon, in behalf of France, and Com 
missioner Kasson, 
in behalf of tha 


United States, affixed their signature* 
to the reciprocity treaty between the 
United Btate^ and France late yester- 
day afternoon. 


It is, by long odds, the most important 


treaty concluded under the reciprocity 
provisions of the Dingley law, and the 
only one affecting the trade with a large 
commercial nation. The 
negotiations 


were marked by rather sharp and long 
continued discussions, which continued 
up to the tim-e the signatures were placed 
on the document. In the end aepirit o£ 
compromise prevailed and 
each side 


yielded something. As a whole both 
sides express satisfaction with the gen- 
eral results secured, for while the com- 
promise necessitated some minor sacri- 
fices, the general effect of the treaty will 
encourage commerce between the two 
countries.

The concessions granted by France 


embraced most of the articles In what 
is known as the French minimum tariff. 
This comprises 644 heads, the rates be- 
ing on an average of about 20 percent 
below those in the general tariff of 
France. It was found necessary, how- 
ever, owing to protests from French 
agrarian interests, to except from this 
minimum list about 24 articles, chiefly 
agricultural 
products. The 
French 


ministry was obliged to pay heed to this 
sentiment, and in turn M.-Cambonmade 
the exceptions a condition of closing the 
treaty. It was on this point that the 
negotiations were in doubt for several 
days, and it was only by compromising 
on the extent of the exceptions that an 
agreement was made possible. The ex- 
ceptions were finally narrowed down to 
24, and outside of them the United States 
gets the benefit of all the reductions on 
the French minimum list. 


Besides the reduction given to this 


government the treaty is important in 
continuing, on a number of articles, 
minimum rates which would have been 
abolished if the treaty bad not been con- 
cluded. The most important of these 
articles are petroleum and mineral oils. 
At present these oils enter France on 
the minimum rate, but had yesterday's 
treaty failed a rate would have been 
imposed making a 
difference of duty 


amounting- to about $5,000,000. The same 
is true as to cotton, which is one of the 
chief articles of shipment 
from 
the 


United States to France and enters duty 
free. Had the treaty failed a heavy 
duty would bave been imposed upon 
American cotton. The same is true of 
copper, rubber and many clause's of ma- 
chinery. 


France secures important concessions 


n over 100 of the chief products sent by 
France to this country. The Dingley 
aw allows not to exceed 20 percent re- 
duction as a basis of reciprocity, but the 
'ull 20 percent is not allowed on all the 
articles covered by the treaty. On some 
of them the reduction is 5 percent, on 
others 15 and up to 20 percent. 


The list would have been larger and 


the percentage of reduction greater in 
some cases had it not been for the ra- 
.uctance of Commissioner Kasson to 
permit exceptions 
from 
the 
French 


minimum list. This was the main cause 
leading to the omission of champagne 
from the list of important French prod- 
ucts included in the treaty. While quite 
desirous of securing: a reduction of duty 
on this class of wines, the French au- 
thorities were not ready to grant the 
large number of reductions asked for n« 
an offset for the proposed reduction rn 
this particular article. As a resuit tne 
regular rates will be maintained on 
sparkling wines coming to this country. 


The treaty will result in placing th» 


products of the United States on the 
lame basis in France as products Of 
Great Britain and Germany. At present 
these countries have the minimum of 
the French rate, while the American 
goods, with few exceptions, have had to 
pay the maximum rate. 


The negotiations ended yesterday were 


begun nearly two years ago by M. 
Patrenotre, 
then 
ambassador 
from 


France. When he was succeeded by M. 
Cambon, the latter took up the negotia- 
tions and for a time there was prospect 
of concluding a treaty, but delays oc- 
curred, and in order to close the matter 
the French authorities sent from Paris 
M. Charpentiere, a trade expert, as 
special reciprocity delegate. 


Ambassador Cambon will leave for 


Paris in about a week, carrying with 
him the French draft of the treaty. 


The French treaty is the last of the 


Instruments of this kind, and the treaty 
work under the Dingley act is now 
brought to a close. Six treaties hav» 
been made, all save that with 
relating to British West Indies,

Cut Off From the World In Their 


t»in Homo — Beautiful, Valr Haired, 
White Skinned GlrU Clad In Snowy 
Linen Garment*. 


That white races of mysterious origin 


and of an advanced grade of civilization 
exist; in certain of the as yet unexplored 
plateaus of Africa has long been a mat- 
ter of tradition among all those who 
have devoted their attention to the eth- 
nogrnphioal and geographical science of 
the dark continent, and Rider Haggard 
and other English novelists have found 
in reports bearing npon the subject the 
theme of many of their most popular 
stories. 


But no attention has been drawn as 


yet to the fact that in the interior of 
San Jago, the largest of the Gape Verde 
islands, which nestlo in the Atlantio 
off the most westerly point of northern 
Africa, there exists a strange people 
known by the name of the Oantadas, 
who for 800 years past have been abso- 
lutely out off from all intercourse with 
the outer world, and who are fair 
haired, light complexioned ' and blue 
eyed, whereas the remaining population 
of the Cape Verde islands consists of 
negroes and of Portuguese, who are 
almost as swarthy and somber in color 
as full blooded Africans. 


Clear and sharp against the eky line 


of San Jago the mountain of San An- 
tonio towers aloft in a pinnacle to the 
height of some 8,000 feet. In form it 
oonveys the impression of an ancient 
volcano, with ita sharp slope on the 
side toward the sea, but on the inland 
side the declivity is broken by a sort of 
oup shaped interval, at the farther end 
of which there is the stump of what 
seems in times gone by to have consti- 
tuted a second peak, of equal height to 
San Antonio, but which, through some 
great cataclysm of nature, has been 
broken off some 4,000 cr 6,000 feet 
above the common base. 


Strangely enough, the peak of San 


Antonio is accessible to clever moun- 
taineers, whereas the sister mountain— 
that is to say, the broken off peak—is 
quite the reversa From the point where 
it rises from the surrounding desert 
table land there is nothing but a steep 
wall of volcanic rock, not merely hun- 
dreds but probably a couple of thou- 
sand feet high. Indeed the only point 
•whence access could ever be obtained 
to the summit of the sister mountain of 
San Antonio would be from the cuplike 
interval which divides the two, and 
mention of which has been made above. 


This cup, however, is filled with 


water and is known by the name of the 
Cantadas lake. It is a great sheet of 
water of marvelous depth and clearness. 


On this farther end of the lake, and 


in the interior of this sister mountain 
of San Antonio, dwells the mysterious 
white race known as the Cantadas. Dis- 
trustful, apparently, of the gaze of stran- 
gers, these people of the mountain sel- 
dom leave their habitations during day- 
time, and on the slightest alarm of 
visitors they seek the'shelter of the rock. 
Bui fay hiding on the opposite cliffs un- 
til evening and with the aid of glasses 
it is possible to get a good view of them 
when they begin at sunset to gather on 
the grassy meadow which fronts the 
opening of the oaves and extends down 
to the water's edge. 


Beautiful, fair haired, white skinned 


girls, clad in flowing white linen gar- 
ments, which scarcely conceal the sinu- 
ous beauty of perfect grace and form, 
come out to wash linen in the lake and 
to sport on the cool green grass. The 
men, too, are simply dressed in much 
the same way, their white linen gar- 
ments being admirably suited to the 
tropic climate. Many other signs of a 
high degree of civilization appear, and 
from certain points near the summit of 
San Antonio it is possible, with the aid 
of strong glasses, to catch 
glimpses 


through fissures here and there in the 
wall of rock of the twin mountain, of 
sheep and cattle grazing, of green fields 
and trees and of white, flat roofed houses 
running parallel with one another, all 
brilliantly lighted by the sun, and there- 
fore leading to tba belief that the inte- 
rior of this sister mountain of San An- 
tonio must be hollowed out into some 
valley, possibly the crater of an extinct 
volcano, which, through some freak of 
nature, has been converted from barren 
basalt and lava into grassy and fertile 
slopes. 


An intrepid explorer would not have 


great difficulty in reaching the Cantadas 
people. All that would be necessary 
would be' to ascend the San Antonio 
peak, to descend on the other side until 
one reached the cliffs that overhang the 
Cantadas lake, to have oneself lowered 
by means of a rope to the surface of the 
latter and then to swim 'across the lake, 
which may be anywhere from four to 
six miles in length. 


Certain scientists who have investi- 


gated the tradition and rumors that ex- 
ist about the Cantadas among the in- 
habitants, African and Portuguese, of 
the Cape Verde islands, are inclined to 
the belief that they are of Cornish 
origin. This theory is due to the fact 
that what is stated to be their tongue 
resembles the dialect of the natives of 
Cornwall more than any other known 
language.—Hew York Journal.

The "Prisoner of Zend*," "Cor*!e*n Broth- 


ers" and the "Lyoiu Mall" Are Plan In 
Which It !• Necewwrjr For the Star to 
Hake Th««« Quick Change!. 


To be able to play two parts in the 


game piece—to portray, perhaps two 
characters of totally different caliber- 
is not an undertaking which many ao- 
tors care to attempt. ^ It is only the ex- 
perienced artist who may attempt the 
feat with impunity, and even then, 
though he may appear to the audience 
to achieve his end without an effort, 
there are many more difficulties in his 
path than meet the eye of the habitual 
theater goer. 


Not only must the actor be possessed 


of no small amount of histrionic talent, 
but he must often call in the aid of an 
understudy, whose duty it is to gull the 
onlooker into the belief that their favqr- 
ite is performing the impossible feat of 
being ia two places at one and the same 
time. For in nearly every play of such a 
character it is well nigh impossible for 
the author so to arrange his piece that 
the actor may never be called upon to 
be on the stage with his double. 


Any one who has been to see "The 


Prisoner of Zenda" performed at the St. 
James theater, must have marveled at 
the lightning celerity with which Mr. 
George Alexander, & moment before the 
drunken king of Ruritania, suddenly, 
as by some act of witchcraft, reappeared 
as Rudolf Kassendyll, clad in the ordi- 
nary costume of the English tourist 
Then, to every one's surprise, the supine 
body of the king was carried in so that 
to all appearances Mr. Alexander was 
gazing upon his own person. In reality, 
of course, it was merely a lightning 
change, and the understudy had to be 
requisitioned to supply the person of the 
king. 


A more famous case of double imper- 


sonation, however, is that of "The Cor- 
sican Brothers'," the first play perhaps 
in which Sir Henry Irving gave us a 
taste of bis wonderful talent. 


In the first act—to give a slight re- 


sume of the play—the ghost of Louis, 
killed in a duel by a certain Chateau 
Benaud in the forest of Fontainebleau, 
appears to Fabien, his brother. The sec- 
ond act takes us to Paris, and through 
varied incident to the death of Louis. 
Here Irving was Louis. 


In the third act, however, it is Fabien 


who is once more before us, who has 
constituted himself the avenger of his 
brother's death, fie meets Chateau 
Benaud and demands satisfaction. Be- 
naud is worsted and falls to the ground. 
Then suddenly the ghost of Louis ap- 
pears, -and, to personate the spirit of 
the dead man, Irving bad had to fly to 
the wings, make his way below the 
stage and take his stand upon the trap, 
which conveyed him upward to the 
gaze of the thrilled spectators. 
' r 


How was it done? The audience was 


amazed. Yet the explanation is com- 
paratively simple: Irving stepped be- 
hind a "property" tree. His "double" 
instantly filled his place, taking good 
care not to face the audience when it 
was necessary for him to confront the 
ghost. Hence the lightning change from 
mortal to spirit and the resultant be- 
wilderment of the beholders. 


Neither is the "Corsican Brothers" 


the only play in which Irving has con- 
trived to take a double part and yet 
nonplus the audience by the adroitness 
of his metamorphosis. 


Those who are familiar with the 


"Lyons Mail" will doubtless remem- 
ber the most telling scene in the play. 
Here JDubosc, the murderer, is in - an 
attic, gazing down upon the prepara- 
tions being made for the execution of 
the innocent Lesurques—whose likeness 
to the real murderer has brought him 
to such a terrible pass—an expression 
of horrible glee upon his face, clapping 
his hands as he sees the apparently 
doomed man step forward to his death. 


But his exultation is premature. Le- 


surques is reprieved, and the crowd 
suddenly catches sight of the villainous 
face of the real murderer at the attio 
window. The doof of the room is bat- 
tered in. Behind it stands Duboso. The 
wretch is dragged from his refuge, and 
as they do BO Irving-Lesurques coolly 
walks in upon the scene of turmoil. 


The door of the attic is made to open 


inward, thus shutting Irving-Dnboso 
from view of the auditorium. In a mo- 
ment he slips through a trap. His 
"double" takes his place, to be hustled 
unceremoniously by the crowd of "su- 
pers," whose duty it is also to conceal 
the man's face in case the fraud should 
be discovered. Irving-Lesurques can 
hen come on in his new role. 


But an actor has been known to play 


two parts without the assistance of a 
dummy. 


In a certain play it was the duty of 


the hero to leap out of the window of 
bis room and to enter from a door on the 
opposite side of the stage clad in differ- 
ent clothes, though otherwise the same. 


This, however, was juggling pure 


and simple. The actor dropped into his 
tecond dress in much the same .way as 
an American fireman is reputed to 
jump into his uniform. The costume 
consisted of but one piece with a patrut 
fastening down the back, an.I us he 
leaped through the window fiame he 
leaped into his clothes, which, so to 
speak, shut behind him and left him re- 
habilitated. 


Neither is the part of the understudy 


one to be given to any ordinary "super" 
from the mass of warriors, countrymen 
and the like that go to make up a stage 
crowd. He must be possessed of no 
slight amount of adaptability and smart- 
ness to enable his principal to go through 
his arduous task without a hitch.— 
'Pearson's Weekly.

Last spring I sen* a, gallon ,by re- 


quest to a pastor of a church in Brook- 
lyn who in his boyhood days used to 
live on a farm in Chenango'county and 
knew what real maple syrup was. We 
sent him a 'gallon of-early'make, of a 
light amber shade, and at once received 
word that the sirup was entirely ahead 
of any be had ever seen, and that it 
was an ntter impossibility to procure 
snob in the city. 


Why is it impossible? I know fine 


sirup is made and shipped. The fact 
is, as I said before, tha consumer is not 
allowed to taste that fine, light colored, 
genuinely pure article, for once he gets 
a taste of it the trade for the bogus ar- 
ticle is gone. A few days ago a friend 
told me he sent a pound of fine sugar, 
made by one of our farmers, to his 
mother in Baltimore. The cake weighed 
18 ounces, and as it went by mail it 
cost him 18 cents postage. The letter 
carrier who delivered it said it must be 
something valuable to pay so much 
postage. The lady said she could guess 
what it was. It was a cake of maple 
sugar her boy had sent her from New 
York. 


As the carrier lived close by the lady 


told him to come in during the evening 
and she would show him something 


, good. He did so, but the moment he 
| saw it he said: "You can't fool me. 
That isn't maple sugar. Maple sugar is 
always black." She chopped off a cor- 
ner and told him to sample it. He de- 
clared he had never seen maple sugar 


. before and wanted the lady to write 


• and order him 100 pounds. The sugar 


I was shipped, cash received, and one 
: man learned that maple sugar, in order 
' to be genuine, need not be black as a 
stovepipe.—Country Gentleman.

It 
seems to be almost the universal opinion 
that maple sirup to be genuine must be 
dark in color and of a thick, heavy 
body. I have carefully studied this mat- 
ter, and I am convinced that dealers in 
large towns and cities are largely re- 
sponsible for this. Maple sirup is one of 
the easiest things to "doctor." For in* 
stance, a gallon of strictly pure, light 
colored maple sirup is received, and for. 
eigu substances, as oane sugar or gin.

MEDITERRANEAN RENTS. 


Highest at Gibraltar and Lowest on the 


Island of Malta. 


In no place on the surface of the globe 


ia rent so high as at Gibraltar, the rea- 
son being that the geographical posi- 
tion of the town precludes the possibil- 
ity of its being extended in any direc- 
tion. A long, narrow strip of what was 
once seabeaoh is alone available for 
building purposes. All the rest is pre- 
cipitous rock. 


Upon this narrow parapet, in some 


cases less than 100 yards in width, are 
crowded the homes of 26,000 people. 
As much as §10 a week is asked and 
obtained for the use1 of one small room, 
and 'uhis, too, in a'place where the nor- 
mal rate of wages is quite 10 per cent 
less than in America. Naturally the 
overcrowding is fearful, and, the water 
supply being scarce and intermittent, 
cleanliness of living as we understand 
it is almost impossible. 


No wonder that in the old days the 


plague and the pholera ravaged the 
"rock" with a virulence unknown in 
the filthy and pestilential cities of the 
far east 


In Malta, on the other hand, house 


rent is ridiculously cheap. Anywhere 
outside of Valetta an excellent seven 
loom house can be had for $15 a year, 
while rates and taxes are unknown. 
The houses are built entirely of the 
cream colored stono of which the island 
is composed, and which is so soft that 
it can be cut with a saw into blocks or 
slabs of any desired size or shape. So 
while the Maltese builder is digging up 
his foundation he is at the same time 
getting out the material for his walls, 
his flooring and his roof.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer.

disease. It afflicts the beat brains of this 
country— lawyers, teachers and other 
professionals and especially men of 
affairs whose minds are overtaxed with 
a multitude of- harassing, incessant busi- 
ness details. It is caused by an undue 
distension of the arteries supplying tha 
red blood to the brain, resulting in un- 
relieved pressure on the nerve cells of 
the gray matter, eventuating in pro- 
longed wakefnlnesa during the night, 
at a time when they should be allowed 
to remain quiescent and recuperate the 
tissue wasted daring the active hours 
of the day. Shakespeare poetically says, 
" 'Tis sleep knits up the raveled sleeve 
of care. " This is also true scientifically 
and physiologically. It is capable of 
being expanded into a whole treatise. 
With the lightninglike glance of genius 
he saw into the very structure of nerve 
tissue, the cause of its wear and tear 
and the remedy. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson in his ponderous 


dictionary defined a "net" to be "an 
interwoven decussated tissue of mesh- 
es. " Each cell in the brain has this 
character. Magnified several hundred 
diameters it would resemble the net- 
work covering a small balloon. In the 
morning, after a refreshing night's rest, 
each cell is expanded, alert with life, 
and has the faiut pink glow of health. 
At evening, after a long day's work 
over some exhausting mental occupa- 
tion, this cell is flaccid and collapsed, a 
portion of its substance gone, and it is 
unfit for further immediate work. 


A night's natural sleep repairs, the 


waste, the life giving blood in gentle, 
regular pulsations flows by and the 
proper element is taken out of each 
globule and incorporated into the struc- 
ture of the nerve cell, so that on awak- 
ening it is again restored, alert and 
ready to receive and send out messages 
and do ita proper work. Sleep has kiit 
together again the meshes raveled out 
by care. The action of 1,000,000 of 
these cells packed together in the brain, 
like Leyden jars in a battery, is analo- 
gous to electricity, but not at all identi- 
cal -with it. 


One has sometimes in the country 


noticed a lone forest lightning struck 
tree slowly decaying as the seasons roll 
by in the alternations of rain and frost 
and wind. IJirst the small twigs become 
brittle, break off and fall, then larger 
branches and limbs and finally the many 
thousand subdivisions are reduced to 
about three large stumps supported by 
the blasted trunk with the rotten bark 
clinging to it. As age creeps slowly oa 
the animal body the small ramifications 
of blood vessels in the face, for instance, 
wither and die and then larger vessels, 
leaving pits called "wrinkles." The 
same thing happens in the interior of 
the brain, but this is invisible on the sur- 
face. Instead of many fine subdivisions 
of arteries reaching every part of the 
structure and thus irrigating it with 
the red life giving fluid these dry up, 
are absorbed and larger ones and fewer 
in number result. Into these the blood 
has a tendency to pour at night during 
sleep, on slight provocation resulting 
in undue distension and engorgement, 
and consequent wakefulpess, thus pro- 
ducing tbe well known disease ' 'insom- 
nia," which, if prolonged, results in 
brain wreck and insanity. 


Let the sufferer look to the health of 


his whole body by outdoor exercise, 
open air and regular diet, amend and 
correct the general health or use tonic 
baths at the proper time of the day be- 
fore retiring or on rising. Taking a 
slight repast before going to bed so' as 
to draw a surplus of blood from tha 
brain and elevating the head on pillows 
eo as to allow gravitation to assist in 
draining the blood from the brain are 
good. 


Periodicity is of great assistance. Go- 


ing to bed afc exactly the same hour 
every night, the firm and strong belief 
in tbe fact that you will sleep at that 
hour, the diversion of the mind just be- 
fore retiring by some light reading, 
amusement, work or exercise will help. 
Refuse, if possible, to discuss or dwell 
upon mournful, irritating or unfortu- 
nate personal topics or afflictions. Should 
the sufferer suddenly awake in the night 
before the allotted hours for repose have 
passed, his best plan is not to lie awake 
in bed in the dark staring vacantly. 
The oversensitive mind conjures many 
gloomy thoughts at this time in the 
deep, still darkness of the night, when 
all outside day sounds and noises haye 
ceased their distraction. These oases 
can be successfully treated at home, 
and not by drugs. 
Have a night table 


handy, light a candle, arise, throw off 
and air the, bed clothes, sit np, with a 
convenient wrapper around you, in an 
easy chair, having first thrown-open a 
door or window to completely change 
the vitiated air of the room. Of course 
one must have a chamber to himself to 
do this. All the conditions external be- 
ing changed •tfill tend to produce a 
change of those internal of the body- 
the brain and the nerves. After a suit, 
able interval one can again close the 
doors and windows, replace covers and 
retire to approaching slumber. 


This was the method of Benjamin 


Franklin, who had a large, active brain, 
filled with multitudinous private and 
public affairs, during a long and active 
hfe, and he found it to succeed. (See his 
autobiography. ) Different remedies will 
suit different constitutions. The same 
will not do for all alike. Each person 
must study his own case, the moral and 
physical causes, remove these and find 
out what will best soothe his exhausted 
nerves <and induce peaceful repose. — 
James M. Loriug in St. Louis Post-Din- 
patch.

Probably no such cosmopolitan place 
exists in the world, for its 800 or 400 
inhabitants are representative of no less 
than 13 nationalities. Each family re- 
member* and is proud of its origin, the 
Arab equivalent, being applied as Bur- 
names. 


The family in whose home the writer- 


spent the few days of his visit were 
Flemish, while the next door neighbor 
on one side was an elderly female, 
whose father, an Englishman, had be- 
come a renegade some 80 years since, 
and who quickly tired of it, leaving a 
wife and daughter, the neighbor in 
question. The other neighbors were the 
descendants of Spanish gypsies, the 
head of the family being "Absalam ben 
Mohammed el Gitano el Espanoli. " 
They were particularly proud of the 
"Gitano" '(gypsy) part of the surname 
and begged me not to confound them 
with the ordinary Spaniards, of whom 
there were many descendants in Agurai. 
The ancestor of this gypsy family was 
two generations back. He bad left his 
country, they naively told the writer, 
because he was not on good terms with 
his sultan, who wanted to imprison 
him, being afraid of his influence. Prob- 
ably it was more of an affair of the po- 
lice courts than political intrigue. 


The "Ulad el Aluj" ("sons of the 


converts"), as the inhabitants of Agurai 
are called, have entirely, except in one 
or two cases, lost the type of their Eu- 
ropean ancestry, and through marriage, 
no doubt, are as largely Berber in ap- 
pearance as the wild tribes that sur- 
round them. They speak among them- 
selves both Arabic and Berber, and 
both, curiously enough, with a strong 
foreign accent, easily distinguishable. 
Thsy ara exempt from all taxation, but 
have to serve in the sultan's army, where 
they perform the duties of cooks and 
butchers.' — Geographical Journal.

DROWNEDJIMSELF 


Suicide of Robert Darrow in 


Hoosac River Yesterday 


Afternoon, 


BODY FOUND BY BOATING PARTY 


Took Five Sleeping Powders and Then 


Jumped into River, Has Been De- 


pressed for Some Time. Third 


Suicide in the Family. 


The body nf Robert Parrow was found 


last evening floating in the water of 
the south branch of the Hoosac river, 
near the Standard Oil company's tank 
south of the city. The discovery was 
made by a party of Italians who were 
out in a boat, and the police were at 
once notified. It was evidently a case 
of suicide, and the body had probably 
been in the water for several hours 
when found. The time of the suicide 
could not be told, as Mr. Darrow's 
watch was still running T\ hen the body 
was found, although it was well under 
water. 


Mr. Darrow left Barrow's boarding 


house, where he lived, early in the 
morning, but nothing was thought of 
his absence, as it was supposed that he 
had gone to his grocery store on Elm 
street. His disappearance 
was not 


noticed until noon, when he did not go 
to the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Thomas Lenox, where he had promised 
to take dinner. 


Some surprise was felt at this, and 


when he did no.t appear after several 
hours, search was begun for him. The 
police were not notified, however, until 
the evening. The body had at this time 
been discovered, but the news of it had 
not reached the police station. Officers 
were detailed to search for him, and 
one was sent to the store on Elm street, 
where it was feared his body might be 
found. From the former attempt that 
he had made on his life, and the facts 
in connection with his brother and 
sister, it was feared before the dis- 
covery that he might, in his despondent 
condition, which had been noticed for 
some days, have made way with him- 
self. 


Soon after this the word was brought 


to the police station that the body had 
been found. Captain Parrow at once 
notified Medical Examiner Brown, and 
with Officers Hill and Bowes went to 
the place. 


The body had been found in about 


two feet of water, having evidently 
floated down from deeper water above. 
It was lodged under some bushes at the 
edge of the stream, and was only by 
accident discovered. Those ^\ho were 
in the party which made the disjcvo-v 
were Mr. and Mrs. Angelo Moran.K 
Inocent Inbrioni, John Fava, -G. Var- 
eschi, Mondi Esani, Angelo Pace, Fe- 
lice Biasi. Two of the men were in 
charge of the body ,which was left as 
found until the arrival ot the police. 


The body was clothed just as when 


Mr. Darrow left the house. His eye- 
glasses were still on, and the watch was 
in his 
pocket, running, as men- 


tioned above. There was some chanee 
and a few small articles in his pockets. 
Dr. Brown examined the body anfl 
pronounced it without doubt a case of 
suicide, and said that the body had 
been in the water about four or five 
hours. 


As the body was fojund about 7 


o c lr.fl:, it is probable that Mr. Dar- 
ro\>- drowned himself about 2 o'clock 
in tho afternoon. The last time that 
he was seen alive was about 1 o'clock, 
when ho appeared at the door of one of 
the houses in that vicinity and asked 
for a drink of water. This was given 
him and he was seen to go across lots 
in the direction of th° stream. 


It is thought by nil that Mr. Darrow 


was not at all lesp.insible fo- his action 
at the time •unon he took his life, and 
it is a strange fact that he is the third 
of a family of four children to take his 
life by drowning. A brother, George 
Darrow, killed himself about 12 years 
ago. He first jumped from a second 
story window on Main street, falling on 
an iron railing, but failing to kill him- 
self, ran the whole length of Main 
street, and jumped from the Phoenix 
bridge, drowning before help could 
reach him. A sister several years be- 
fore that drowned herself in the Free- 
man raceway. 


About seven years ago Mr. Darrow 


made a former attempt on his life, 
shooting himself in the head. One eye 
was put out, but his life was saved 
with difficulty. 
This occurred in the 


hallway to Odd Fellows' hall ' 


This morning Dr. Brown, and Officer 


Rossaseo went to. the banks of the river 
near where it was supposed that Mr. 
Darrow jumped in, and found scattered 
about the grass five empty papers 
which had contained some powder. One 
unused powder was also found near by. 
It was apparent that Mr. Darrow had 
taken the powders just before taking 
the final step. They were powders that 
had been prescribed for him', on account 
of 
extreme restlessness, 
and 
were 


marked "one in four hours." His phys- 
ician said this afternoon, however, that 
there was not enough in five of the 
powders to injure him seriously. 


Mr. Darrow was born at 
Busby, 


Scotland, December 25, 1847, and was 
therefore in his 53rd year. He came to 
this country when he was 18 years old 
and lived in this city to the time of his 
death. He learned the printers' trade 
at the Windsor (then the Freeman) 
print works, and worked there for 23 
years. He resigned his position seven 
or eight years ago on account of ill 
health and shortly afterwards engaged 
in the tea and coffee trade. This he 
continued, later adding family gro- 
ceries to his line and for the last few 
years he had cgnducted a. small store 
on Elm street. Three years ago last 
February his wife died and the blow 
was one from which he never fully re- 
covered. About two weeks ago he was 
attacked by a nervous trouble from 
which ho suffered much, and 
which 


clearly led to his tragic death. His! 
family felt deeply concerned and did 
everything possible for his relief, and 
there were times when they were en- 
couraged to hope the trouble would 
pass away, but it is now plain that it 
was firmly seated and no one ques- 
tions that when the end came he was 
not in a responsible mental condition, 
though his manner when last seen was 
not such as to strongly indicate this. 


Mr. "Darrow was a man of quiet 


habits and manner, he was honest and 
upright in his dealings and was ft 
highly respected citizen. 
ITe was a 


regular attendant of tho Congrega- 
tional church nnd was a member of 
Oneco lodge, No. 300, I. O. O. F., of 
Cascade lodge, New Kngland Order of 
protection, and nf the Order of tho 
Golden Cross. He was a kind 
find 


affectionate husband and father, a good 
neighbor and faithful friend, ana hi* 


untimely deaih will 
be 
sincerely 


mourned by all who (eyer knew him. 


Mr. Darrow's wife was Miss Julia A. 


Sinclair of this city, whom he married 
in 1870. Four children were born to 
them, one, a son dying in infancy. 
JThreeJlauKhters survive, Mrs. Thomas 
Lennox, Mrs. George B. Chllson and 
Mrs. Frederick C. Head, all of this city. 
In their overwhelming affliction they 
have the sympathy of the entire com- 
munity. 


The funeral will be held at C2 Brace- 


well avenue, Thursday afternoon at 
3 o'clock. Rev. W. L. Tenney will con- 
duct the services and the burial will be 
in Hillside cemetery. 


MR YON'S KLONDIKE TRIP 


Hardships Not so Great as Some Have 


Said. Glad to Return However 


As reported in last night's Transcript 


Joseph Yon of the firm of Yon & Morin 
returned from tho Klondike yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Yon and several oth T 
local men left this city March 21, 1S9S 
with the Cloutman party. They went 
first to Seattle, where they made pre- 
parations to withstand the hardship1? 
of the gold fields, and then continued 
their journey to Da\vson. 
After re- 


maining a short time in that place, 
Yon and Sylvanus Sancouci, another 
North Adams man, went to Hunker 
creek, about £."i miles from Dawson. It 
was on this claim that Mr. Yon did' 
most of his prospecting. 


Mr. Yon had intended to start for 


home at an earlier date, but he found 
that if he did so he -uould have to 
travel over COO miles of ice on foot, he 
so decided to wait until the river was 
clear and go by boat to St. Michaels. 
At 
St. Michaels he 
boarded 
the 


steamer Roanoke for Seattle. It will 
be remembered that the Roanoke was 
the shipthat brought in 2% millions of 
gold, one of the largest consignments 
ever received in this country. 


In speaking of the conditions now 


existing in the Klondike, Mr. Yon said 
that food was plentiful and compara- 
tively cheap with the exception of con- 
densed milk, sugar, and butter. Owing 
to the great scarcity of these throe ar- 
ticles last winter, they have been sell- 
ing at unusually high 
prices, con- 


densed milk being worth $1.25 a can, 
sugar one dollar a pound, and butter 
about $2.50 a pound. 
The 
suffering 


from cold is not nearly as great as it 
is generally supposed to be. Mr. Yon 
says he has seen the mercury Jrop to 
57 degrees below zero, but when ,the 
cold is so intense there is no wind and 
it is apparently as cold in this vicinity 
when the thermomenter reads zero, as 
it is in Dawson at 30 degrees below. 


Mr. Yon left the other North Adams 


wen well and happy. He is looking 
very well himself, but says he is glad 
to get back to a more congenial 
climate. 


LOOKING FOR OUTSIDE WEAVERS 


Large Addition to City's Working Pop. 


ulation. Will Be Union Men 


Recently received orders at the Ar- 


nold print works, the filling of which 
will occupy three quarters of a year at 
the least, have made it necessary to run 
double time at the Beaver and Union 
mills, which supply the works with cloth, 
and within a short time these mills w ill 
be running night and day. A repre- 
sentative of the print works is now in 
other mill cities, hiring weavers and 
operatives for the mills. It is expected 
that about 400 operatives will be 
brought to the city from other places, 
while a. number from the print works 
will be transferred to the mills. 


It is expected thab'the operatives se- 


cured will be of, the better class of 
workers, and a disdrntrt addition to the 
city. It is also expected that the new 
men will be for the most part union men, 
and that their employment here will 
serve still more to strengthen the ranks 
of organized labor. 


The flourishing' condition, of these 


mills and the fact that so many ad- 
ditions to the working population of the 
city are to be brought here is welcome 
news. The company has within, the last 
few months brought a large number of 
weavers to the city.

beyond what the Union has already 
published as "news" on the same sub- 
ject. Jt attacks thp argument that as 
Pitlsfield has had the office two years 
it should go to the other end of the dis- 
trict, and pay the following compli- 
ment to John Magenis, who has ap- 
parently made himself 
popular in 


PHtsfield by withdrawing: 


"Since his services in 
the lower 


branch of thp legislature Mr. Magenis 
has acquired fame and business as a 
lawyer, and he is content to sink his 
senatorial ambition for a while, in the 
knowledge that later on, if he desires, 
that honorable ambition will be grati- 
fied." 


The article contains the following: 


"As the situation stands, however, 
there are no formally declared candi- 
dates for the nomination in North Ad- 
ams. C. Q. Richmond's name has been 
mentioned and the newspapers have 
taken it up, but Mr. Richmond has not 
made any public statement that he is 
a candidate and neither has Mayor 
Cady. Mr. Tolman has stated that if 
his friends desire he would like the 
nomination, but, at the same time, it 
will not be a case of broken heart if he 
doesn't obtain it, and those who know 
him are certain that if he loses, the 
first message of congratulations to his 
successful opponent will come from 
him.
